Faſt Day, for the Cruell Murther of 
ourlaieSOVERAIGN. 


PSALM. 22. 12, 13- 

Many Bulls have compaſſed me : ſtrong Bulls of 
Baſhan have beſet me round. T hey gaped upon 
me With their mouthes, as a ravening and a roar« 
ing Lion. Iam poured out like water, and all my 
bones are out of joynt. 


EN the 2 Corinth, 12. chap. 10. verſ, we 
Er <1 rcad of St. Pal, that he took pleaſure 
I in infirmities, in reproaches, in ne- 
—SRY ceflitics, in perſecutions, in diſtreſſes 
Me for Chriſts ſake, and with the ſame 
great mind ſeemed He to be endow- 
ed, for whom we mourn chis day ; That Royal Per- 
ſon, and Great Prince, how meckly, how patiently 
did he take it co conflict with the greateſt —_—

and calamities inthe world ; bur God is moſt potent 
and can uphold his Servants, { in ſpite of Satan and 
all he can in{pire, to moleſt, provoke, and exaſperate 
his Servants } that in their Tryails and Suffcrings, 
neither the Devil himſclf, nor all his Inſtruments, 
ſhall be le with their unjuſteſt doings ro provoke 
his Beloved; ard dear Servants, and Children unto 
any lefſe 2pproved paſſage in words or geſture, in all 
their Suffcriugs ; which thing, among all that ever 
ſuffered (next co our Saviour himſelf ) *cis conceived 
( by all compariſons ). none more perfealy, exaR- 
ly, andclearly manifeſted, than sur moſt Gratious 
and bleſſed Prince of ſweeteſt Memory , now in 
Heaven; of which perhaps I may ſpeak more 1n 
the handling of this Text. | 

Many Bulls have compuſſed me, irong Bulls cf Baſhin 
have b:ſet me rownd.. They gaped npow me with their 
moutbes, as a ravening and 4 roaring Lien. 1 am pour- 
ed vat lifee-water, and all my bones art ont of Joynt. 

In which words we have a preat danger declared, 
( obſerve ) even. that moſt Holy King and Propher 
was in, which forcly troubled hin. Violent and un- 
reaſonab'e people, and many of them too, Mary 
Balls of Biſhan have compaſſed me; And this was no 
ſmall crouble if we conſider, 1. Their Hoſtility; the 
maleyolency af $hole wicked Enemies, which the 
Holy Ghoft expreſſcth here by thoſe Savage and 
Ravening Creaturcs, wilde Bulls, and hungry Lions, 
ſuch were thoſe who could find in their hearts to 
purſue our Holy and Innocent David, whom no- 
thingcouldAatisfie{ they. were fo wickedly reſolved) 
but his deareſt Life, and- moſt-pretious Blood, m

ſo having ſlain (as it is in the parable) the Lord of 
the Vineyard, they might riſe avd take poſſeſſion, * 
 Perf:cution, you know, may be carricd on, either 

modo craents, Or i-cruento,they were too well verſed 
in both kinds, ſpeaking like him inthe Book of pi/- 
dom, ch. 2. 19, 30. verſes, Let me examine him with 
deſpitefullneſſe, and let us condemn him with a ſhamefull 
aeath. Here I could ſpeak of the Fpoſtles, and other 
Saints believing in Chriſt, how ſome of them were 
beheaded, and others crucified, others hanged on a 
tree, others killed with the ſword; moſt {ad ſtories, 
all yct cvento beparalleld by theſetimes in our mee« 
morie. Euſebius tells us of a perſecution under thoſe 
monſtcrs of Men , Diocleſtaw, and Maximin'an , 
wherein 17000 Chriſtians were (lain with the

of 30. years, from 1550. tO 1580. in the Low y,,. - 
Countries, England Italy, and Spaine, that were mile. pain E- 
rably burchered, for the Religion we now profeſs *, — a 
But what is this tothe crueltics our eyes have ſeen, 
or might have (cen,in a leſſer ſpace, both of groung, * 2 5 
ar.d time £ Oh how many thouſands { belovede } mo eh 
yea, who is able to number them rhat went to wrack 3 7 
voy the means of that unnatural Rebellion of late « ;,,. 
vearsamongſt us? Nay men of principalleſt qu2licy, bins «p-n 
and beſt faſhion amongit us". Nay , our dearly, 7", 
highly honoured and beloved King compaſſed by rhofe © Genie 
Fulls of Baſhan, and deſtroyed in open ſ(i2ht, ar his 
own Doors, his poor loyal people ſighing, 20d help- 
Icfſe SpeRators. O horrid and unheard: of cruclty ! 
O bloudy Catalines ! Could no bluud ſatisfic, after 
ſo many noble ſtreams your cruel hands had made,

but the blood of your Sovereign? what vipers 2 
what tygers £ what bulls of Beſhan were thele © cer- 
tainly David couJd not more bitterly entitle his ma» 
licious enemies, then we may juſtly thoſe of the 
late King, many are the adverſaries which roſe up 
againſt him may 7ſrae! now ſay, many are the ad- 
verſarics, and they fought againſt me with cruel 
hatred may /ſrael alſo ſay, and who were thoſe ad- 
verſaries that roſe up fo violently againſt Dawid? 
not ſtrangers, but his own SubjeRs, his own vaſſalls,. 
and ſervants, this aggravated the mattcr, had it been. 
a ſtranger (as he ſaid elſewhere) he could have borne 
ic with much more patience, but our late Sove- 
reign was fflited by his own people, inſolently 
handled, by rebells moſt barbarouſly murthered 3 
yct bore it with unheard of patience, ſweetly coun- 
ſelling and adviſing as if he had been not- ſo much 
to die by them, as for them , Oh bcloved, let us be. 
waile that wicked fat, let us lament that ever Ez- 
gliſþ-man ſhould prove ſo unnatural, ſocrucl, ſo in- 
humane as to riſe up againſt his ewn, own. own na- 
tural Prince. What a diſgrace by that barbarous 
fac, didthoſe vipers bring upon the Nation 2 'tis 
ſtoried of vipers, that grown to maturity in their 
dams belly, they gnaw a hole, and fo thoſe ſer- 
pents come forth into the world, juſt ſo did thoſe 
Rebells of old, grown up to ſome ſtrength gnaw a 
hole thorow the bowels of thoſe that bred them, and 
deſtroyed the Patrem Patrie, and hid well nigh mur= 
thered their Countrey ; beloved, for this ſhould we 
mourn this day, for this lament, abhorring all 
thought of the laſt refreſhment; For know ye nor 
that

that 4 great prince fell in Iſrael this day, let vs there- 
fore mourn, let us expreſs and ſhew our ſadneſs be- 
fore God and man, andlet this be Dies Nefaſtus, 
an unlucky day, a day of darkneſs for cver, a day of 
blackneſs and gloomineſs ; let no joy or gladnels be 
heard in our ſtreets z but rather palenels in our faces, 
and ſorrow perceived in our hearts on this day for 
ever. Let us alſo by prayers and godly readings 
humble our minds at the footſtool of Divine Majc- 
ity, that he may be intreated concerning the blood 
of our gracious Sovercign, that ſome of the chicf 
aRors having been hung up before the Lord, the 
kingdom may be guiltleſs before the Lord for ever, 
Oh hear us we beſeech thee O Lord, and make not 
Inquiſition upon the guiltleſſe for blood, but let th: 
blood of thoſe which ſpils that moſt pretious blood, 
ſatis fie thy ſore diſpleaſure for ſhedding of 1hat 
lood, CE 

Anſtis tells us, de Civit. 26. there ſhy, begowards 
the end of the world ſuch Perſecutions as never was, 
and truly ſuch dayes had we ( within theſe few years 
paſt ) when thoſe Bulls of Baſhan were gor looſe, 
what {warms then of Locufts and Caterpiliars were 
every wherc, upon every green thing. 

Zozomen and Theodoret tell us, That the Perſecu- 
tions werenot alwayes with preſent death, to hang, 
or ſhoot them forthwith, bur ſometimes to macerate 
them firſt in Priſons, and to afflit them there with 
expeQation of death, more intollerable then death ir 
ſelf. So was the Church afflited inthe Primitive 
times, and when thoſe Bulls of Bſhan were looſe, 
( who ever clc2ped ) the Clergy ever went to wrack;

;n the Primitive Perſecution, Fob» the Baptiſt was 
B-headed, Peter and Fohn we read were Impriſoned, 
Adts a. 3. S's. Peter and Andrew were Crucified, St. 
Bartholomew Skin'd alive, St, Luke Hanged, [gnatine 
caitro Lions, the Prophet Micheel fed with bread 
41d water, others ſpoyled of their Goods and E- 
ſtates, and ſent away into Baniſhment. But w:th us 
many thouſands of the poor Commonalty were fold 
into pcrpetua} ſlivery, to Digge under ground in 
Mines, all the dayes of their Lives : Many were de- 
prived, Zezm. laith oft times, of their civil Ho- 
nours,and the Churches in many places ſhut up, the 
Miniſters proſcribed, an 1 turned out, Church Reve- 
nucs ſcamled amongſt needy and bankrupt people, 
ro encourage others, {uch like, to riſe up and accuſe 
their Godly Miniſters z and now I beſfecch you doth 
not this ſeem like the Hiſtory of our times, ſaving 
that we had ſomething yer worle, which grew out 
of theſ» .&1.;8, and that was the damnable mask of 
Religion an:{ Godlin:tic, then waich there can be 
nothing more defireable, when true and ſincere; For 
it is not my thoughts { I blefle God for 't ) to fpeake, 
or hint the leaſt in way of diſcountenancing df true 
Religion and Godlineſſe, or to diſcourage orbalke 
any in the (tncere praRice thereof, no it were better 
{ protcſ{- th t my tongue ſhould cleave to the roofe 
of my mouth. No, (my beloved Brethren) goon | 
beſeech you in all Sinceritie , and Truth, both to 
profeſſe, and practice alſo, not in words onely, but 
in deeds alſo, fx there isnothing more beneficial, 
nothing more comfortable in the end, then tobe 
able to ſay with the Holy Fathcr, Feredere mea apima,

go forth my ſoul, go forth with chearfulneſſe to 
meet thy gratious Lord, whom thou haſt { through 
his grace } ſerved ſo many years 5; Then ncthing 15 
more defireable then Religion, but then I mean co 
note it alſo, that nothing is more mitchievous, when 
feigned, and countertcited, and what was more fre- 
quent ? 'twas that gicat Mask the prime Contrivers 
of our Ruine walked in themſciyes, and it was that 
they loved to ice their Imps to imitate them 10, ſo 
that if the common'ſt * Strumper ( in fame ) could 
but ſcruple at the word Temple, or Church, or Al- 
far, ſhe was Godly enough to accuſe her Miniſter 
for a Scandalous Perſon. Oh the Hypocrifie of 
thoſe times , that Religion and Godlinefle it ſclf 
ſhould be fo abulcd, to be made the Stalking-horte 
for Sacrilege, Robbery, and Theft, and that the ex- 
quiſtceneſſe of Villany ſhould grow to thar ſtrength, 
as tO infect the World tor many years afcer, if it be 
not luſtily obſerved by us, and the World made 
ſometimes aſhimed, Quw tultrit Gracchos ? laid 
the Poet, who is able with tollerable patience to ſee 
men ſuch proficients in. Villany, that they can ſhift 
the Scene, and be Knaves on both: {ides, grow as con- 
fident with whom they have new'y infiauated, to do 
miſchief by chem, as ever they did, or threatned 
heretofore by the contrary. T hele be pure yourhs 
indeed, and would be uncaſed a little to appear in 
their owncolours, theſe berhole Bulls wi Baſhanther 
can biced diſquicts, and through all bounds of Law 
and Right, paſture vpn mcn at their pleaſure - 
Certainly Dav:as Periccution was very great, but

of it, cither to Himſelf, Church, or Loyalpeople 
or it we conſider the Plurality thereof, David com- 
plained of many Bulls, *twas not any one that could 
nave compaſlcd him, but they were many, he ſpcak- 
 eth of many, of all his Perſecutors, Many Bulls of Ba- 
ſhan, ye« ſtrong Bulls compaſſed me ; (0 it is uſually; the 
'S-ate-is like a Ship, and the unruly Mul:itude like 
the Sea, which it by any means a leake be fprung, 
will pour in, to the endangering of all; Aftcr 
David was oppoſed with an Army, the very abjes 
could ſhake their heads at him, and many troubles 
followed one upon another ; fo beloved, when our 
bewailed King was compaſſed on every fide, how 
did the miſchicfs onevery hand increaſe the Reve. 
rendFathers pulled dows,andCanting falſe Prophets 
ſer up, petty Tyranes, like young ſprouts, ſtarted up 
evcry where out of the great root of Tyranny aboye, 
many but ( co domineer over their Clergy, and have 
of his livelihood as they pleaſed ) had their wayes 
they gloried in, to do him miſchief at pleaſure, and 
if Ariſtotle's rule in moral Philoſophy be true, 2uic- 
quid per amicos, aliqualiter per nes, that what we do 
by friends, we may be ſaid codo ( in ſome ſort ) our 
ſelves, then were ſome, and of ſuch faſhion too, as 
ought to have ſcorned ſuchthings, no honeſter then 
they ſhould be, and yer beloved theſe were not half 
the evils of thoſe dayes, which came upon us, with- 
out all queſtion, through the untimely loſs of our 
gracious Sovereign ; then did they ſlander and re- 
proach the foot-ſteps of the Lords Annointed, then 
wasthe Orthodox faith exploded, the graveſt Mini- 
ſers proſcribed, and many of the Rable: yer, for the 
contempt 
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Dies Nefaſtus, CH Y 
conmempt was poured out on Church-men, can 
ſcarce yet enterrain a juſt reſpeR z but the ſervant is 
not aboye his Lord, there were who (aid Chriſt 
had a devil, Joh, 8. 48. and inthe time of Conſtantine 
the Emperour, the truly Orthodox were called of 
the Carriens, Homunſians, Theod, lib. 1. 4. Auſtin 
wascalled of the Palegians a Manichee, and as Ruf- 
fin, lib. 1. 17. Athenatius was called a Conjurer, 
ehat they mighe deprive him of his Biſhoprick z nay 
they Excommunicated the moſt Orthodox partie, and 
denyed them Chriſtian burial when they were dead. 
Lord whither will not the petulant rage, and madneſſe of 
men carry them_whenonce lit looſe * Government is a 
precious thing, that diſtinguiſheth us from beaſts,an«! 
makes us to liyec like men, nay like honeſt and good 
men, which, if let looſe, our late times ſhew what 
beaſts men will become, Bulls of Baſhan, and rave- 
ning Lions; the holy Ghoſt thinks fic cxpreſſions to 
intimate their purpoſes, and praRtices, that once ſet 

themſelves againſt Law and Supreme authority. 

The Leaders and inſtigators unto that evil are in 

Gods account, and all reaſon ſhews in a Common- 

weal, as wilde Bulls, and ravening Lions, drawing a 

world of evils after them, if nor timely prevented, 

and diſcreetly ayoided by all. For as Lawes are the 


proper fences, and bounds of our properties, an. rights :

fall, by ſuch guilty, and treacherous hands. Neither 
may y< wonder{B:loved) that God would let looſe 
thoſe bulls of Baſhan, upon his David, uponſo good a 
King ; his beſt Servants arc fitteſt to make greateſt 
Champions, as ablcſt through greateſt graces, to 
ſtind out moſt nobly in the cauſes of God ; And be- 
ſide Chriſt himſelf went this way to heaven, and it 
bechoveth thoſe who are moſtly his members, ro be 
made moſt conformable unto him, and was not 
Chriſt betrayed roo and ſold,and are there not many 
who have betrayed him over again in his members, 
and have gone, like Jude, unto the perſecutors and 
faid, What will ye give me, and 1 will deliver him unto 
jou 2 And now, beloved, Obſerveagen who 1s it in 
the text that ſaith, have compaſſed me, wee ; was it 
not David? Holy David, a King, and a Propbes, 4 
man after Gods own heart, 1 Sam. 13, 14, 16, 13+ #0 
whom was promiſed the bleſcing, Acts 13. 23. who 
ſpake by the holy Ghoſt; yer ſo it was, that God 
uffers him to be in that manner compaſſed with Bulls 
and Lyons, Many gulls have compaſſed me, ſtrong Bulls 
of Baſhan beſet me round about.

&h + and ſo he doth the wicked too, but in a different 
mwanner.and to a different cnd,they find not that com* 
fort in it, nor that amendment by it, asdo Gods Ser- 
vants , wicked mew are ſeldom the better for any croſs, 
or at beſt of no long continuance: *Tis true, *tis ſaid 
of Ahab, Seeft thou not how Ahab hambleth himſelf * 
But yet alittle after we read him threatning,and ſcou- 
ling at Gods Prophet for tclling him the truth ; but 
gracious hearts are highly every way improved by 
troubles, Before 1 was afflicted, I went aſtray, ſaith Da- 
vid, bat now 1 have kept thy word ; So thenafflicions as 
they arc arguments in Gods Servants of more good- 
nels : ſo are they of more love,and therefore are they 
ro be the more condoled, and lamented intheir jut- 
terings, by how much their tranſlation hence ( what 
way ſocvcr) may be fortheir own joy, and comfort 


above, but our miſery in their loſſe, or manner of 


lofſe here below. Then I lay.you down this doc- 
trine, That it is moſt meer ( according tocommand ) 
that we mourn this day for the untimely death of our 
late King, for 1may lay with David, 2 Sam. 3. 38. 
K now ye not that a great Prince fell on tbis day in Iſrael © 
Nay I have to obſerve farther, That the Churcli of 
God may be ſometimes deprived of ſuch heads, as 
would have been very much for her behoote ©o 
have retained: for what greater Prince then 7oſhu 
for whom God fought, at whole prayer the Sunne. 
and Moon ſtood till, unto whom God ſent an Auxi- 
liarie of Haile from heaven, to vanquiſh his enemies, 
Joſh. 20. for whoſe ſake the water of Forden gave
